2. SOME prea- 
chers try to refute the 
virgin birth, and if they 
are right, then our be- 
lief in Jesus Christ is use- 
less. But the Scripture 
says, “Now the birth of 
Jesus Christ was on this wise: when as his mother Mary 
was espoused to Joseph, before they came together, she 
was found with child of the Holy Ghost,’ Matt. 1:18. 


3 THERE are those who preach that our sal- 
# vation was not provided by the vicarious 
suffering and death of Jesus Christ. BUT THE SCRIP- 
TURE SAYS, “Forasmuch as ye know that ye were not 
redeemed with corruptible things, as silver and gold, from 
your vain conversation received by tradition from your 
fathers; but with the precious blood of Christ, as of a 
lamb without blemish and without spot,” 1 Peter 1:18, 19. 


4 THERE are those who do not believe in the 
# personal return of Jesus Christ. BUT THE 
SCRIPTURE SAYS, “And while they looked stedfastly to- 
ward heaven as he went up, behold, two men stood by 
them in white apparel; which also said, Ye men of Gal- 
ilee, why stand ye gazing up into heaven? this same Je- 
sus, which is taken up from you into heaven, shall so 
come in like manner as ye have seen him go into heay- 
en,” Acts 1:10, 11. 


THERE are those who teach that a sinner 

# need not pray, for he will not be heard. 

BUT THE SCRIPTURE SAYS, “Two men went up into 
the temple to pray; the one a Pharisee and the other 
a publican, and the publican, standing afar off, would 
not lift up so much as his eyes unto heaven, but smote 
upon his breast, saying, God be merciful to me a sinner. 
I tell you, this man went down to his house justified 
rather than the other: for every one that exalteth him- 
self shall be abased; and ke that humbleth himself shall 
be exalted,” Luke 18:10, 13, 14. And again, “For with the 
heart man believeth unto righteousness; and with the 
mouth confession is made unto salvation,” Romans 10:10. 
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4 THERE are those who preach that there is 
# nothing to the new birth but a decision to 
do right. BUT THE SCRIPTURE SAYS, “Verily, verily, I 
say unto thee, Except a man be born of water and of 
the Spirit, he cannot enter into the kingdom of God,” 
John 3:5. 
SOME ministers preach that a person is 
# sanctified when he is saved, BUT THE 
SCRIPTURE SAYS, “They (the disciples) are not of the 
world, even as I am not of the world. Sanctify them 
through thy truth: thy word is truth,” John 17:16, 17. 
To say that they were sanctified when saved is to say 
that Jesus was unaware of it when He prayed, here, for 
the first time, that they be sanctified. Either that, or we 
say they had followed Jesus three and a half years and 
performed miracles, and yet were not saved. I believe 
they were saved when they began to follow Jesus, “were 
not of this world,” but Jesus knew they had not been 
sanctified, that they needed the experience to be made 
one and to be kept from evil. Therefore He prayed, “Sanc- 
tify them.” None but God’s people were sanctified under 
the law, and none but the born-again—the Christians— 
have and are sanctified under grace. SINNERS ARE 
SAVED; CHRISTIANS ARE SANCTIFIED. 
THERE are those who tell us it is impos- 
™# sible to live free from sin. BUT THE SCRIP- 
TURE SAYS, “He that committeth sin is of the devil; for 
the devil sinneth from the beginning. For this purpose 
the Son of God was manifested, that he might destroy 
the works of the devil,” 1 John 3:8. 
9 THERE are those who tell us that once 
# saved a person is forever saved, regardless 





of what he does. BUT THE SCRIPTURE SAYS, “Now the 


just shall live by faith: but if any man draw back, my 
soul shall have no pleasure in him. But we are not of 
them who draw back unto perdition; but of them that 
believe to the saving of the soul,” Heb. 10:38, 39. 
10, SOME argue that sanctification is possible 
# only at death. BUT THE SCRIPTURE SAYS, 
“And the very God of peace sanctify you wholly; and I 
pray God your whole spirit and soul and body be pre- 
served blameless unto the coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ,” 1 Thess. 6:23—an experience for this life. 
I 1 SOME teach that the baptism of the Holy 
# Ghost is not for Christians today. BUT THE 
SCRIPTURE SAYS, “Then Peter said unto them, Repent, 
and be baptized every one of you in the name of Jesus 
Christ for the remission of sins, and ye shall receive the 
gift of the Holy Ghost. For the promise is unto you, and 
to your children, and to all that are afar off, even as 
many as the Lord our God shall call,” Acts 2:38, 39. 
I 2 SOME teach that the Holy Ghost is received 
# in the new birth. BUT THE SCRIPTURE 
SAYS, “He that believeth on me, as the scripture hath 
said, out of his belly shall flow rivers of living water. 
(But this spake he of the Spirit, which they that believe 
on him should receive: for the Holy Ghost was not yet 
given; because that Jesus was not yet glorified.)” John 


7:38, 39. 
I 3 SOME ministers teach baptism in “Jesus’ 
# name.” BUT JESUS HIMSELF SAID, “Go ye 
therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost,” Matt. 28:19. 
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I 4 SOME teachers argue that sprinkling is the 
#* proper mode of baptism. BUT 
HE SCRIPTURE SAYS, “And Jesus, when he was bap- 

tized, went up straightway out of the water,” Matt. 3:16. 

“And he commanded the chariot to stand still: and they 

went down both into the water, both Philip and the 

eunuch; and he baptized him,” Acts 8:38. 

I 5. THERE are those who teach salvation and 

# damnation by predestination and foreordi- 

nation. BUT THE SCRIPTURE SAYS, “For God so loved 
the world, that he gave his only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in him should not perish, but have ev- 
erlasting life,” John 3:16. “For God hath not appointed 
us to wrath, but to obtain salvation by our Lord Jesus 

Christ,” 1 Thess. 5:9. 

16. THERE are those who preach that paying 

@ tithes was for those under the Mosiac law 

only. BUT THE SCRIPTURE SAYS, “Woe unto you, 
scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye pay tithe of 
mint and anise and cummin, and have omitted the 
weightier matters of the law, judgment, mercy, and faith: 
these ought ye to have done, and not to leave the other 
undone,” Matt. 23:23. “For I say unto you, That except 
your righteousness shall exceed the righteousness of the 
scribes and Pharisees, ye shall in no case enter into the 

kingdom of heaven,” Matt. 5:20. 

17. THERE are ministers who preach against 
# organized churches. BUT THE SCRIPTURE 
SAYS, “And I say also unto thee, Thou art Peter, and 
upon this rock I will build my church; and the gates 
of hell shall not prevail against it.” Matt. 16:18. “And un- 
to the angel of the church in Sardis write . . . Thou 
hast a few names even in Sardis which have not de- 
filed their garments; and they shall walk with me in 

white: for they are worthy,” Rev. 3:1, 4. 

I &. THERE are, actually, ministers who preach 
# against church government. BUT THE 

SCRIPTURE SAYS, “And God hath set some in the church, 

first apostles, secondarily prophets, thirdly teachers, after 

that miracles, then gifts of healings, helps, governments, 

diversities of tongues,” 1 Cor. 12:28. 

19 THERE are ministers who teach that there 

# is no such thing as being divinely healed 

today. BUT THE SCRIPTURE SAYS, “Is any sick among 
you? let him call for the elders of the church; and let 
them pray over him, anointing him with oil in the name 
of the Lord: and the prayer of faith shall save the sick, 
and the Lord shall raise him up; and if he have com- 

mitted sins, they shall be forgiven him,’ James 5:14, 15. 


2 1) THERE are preachers who teach that di- 
# vorce and remarriage is never right under 
any circumstance. BUT THE SCRIPTURE SAYS, “It hath 
been said, Whosoever shall put away his wife, let him 
give her a writing of divorcement: but I say unto you, 
That whosoever shall put away his wife, save for the 
cause of fornication, causeth her to commit adultery: 
and whosoever shall marry her that is divorced com- 
mitteth adultery,” Matt. 5:31, 32. “And I say unto you, 
Whosoever shall put away his wife, except it be for forni- 
‘cation, and shall marry another, committeth adultery: 
and whoso marrieth her which is put away doth commit 
adultery,” Matt. 19:9. It is a fact, however, that any- 


. hing and everything is not fornication. Jesus meant 


what He said. 
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2 B | PREACHERS are teaching that the devil is 
# bound. BUT THE SCRIPTURE SAYS, “Be 
sober, be vigilant; because your adversary the devil, as a 
roaring lion, walketh about, seeking whom he may de- 
vour,” 1 Peter 5:8. “And I saw an angel come down from 
heaven, having the key of the bottomless pit and a great 
chain in his hand. And he laid hold on the dragon, that 
old serpent, which is the devil, and Satan, and bound 
him a thousand years,” Rev. 20:1, 2. And that’s at the 
close of tribulation, and in that case, we would be in 
the holy camp with Jesus in the one thousand years of 
peace. 
2 2 SOME ministers preach that the church 
# will go through half the tribulation. BUT 
THE SCRIPTURE SAYS, “Watch ye therefore, and pray 
always, that ye may be accounted worthy to escape all 
these things that shall come to pass, and to stand be- 
fore the Son of man,” Luke 21:36. “After this I looked 
and, behold, a door was opened in heaven: and the first 
voice which I heard was as it were of a trumpet talking 
with me; which said, Come up hither, and I will shew 
thee things which must be hereafter,” Rev. 4:1. And this 
is before the tribulation begins—at_the rapture of the 
church. 
2 3 SOME professed Bible scholars teach that 
# it will be as possible for us to fall in eterni- 
ty as it was for Adam and Eve. BUT THE SCRIPTURE 
SAYS, “And in the days of these kings shall the God 
of heaven set up a kingdom, which shall never be de- 
stroyed: and the kingdom shall not be left to other peo- 
ple, but it shall break in pieces and consume all these 
kingdoms and it shall stand for ever,” Dan. 2:44. “And I 
heard a great voice out of heaven saying, Behold, the 
tabernacle of God is with men, and he will dwell with 
them, and they shall be his people, and God himself shall 
be with them, and be their God. And God shall wipe 
away all tears from their eyes; and there shall be no 
more death, neither sorrow, nor crying, neither shall there 
be any more pain: for the former things are passed 
away,” Rev. 21:3, 4. 
2 4 SOME teach that there is no personal devil, 
# that the devil is only an evil principle, in- 
fluence. BUT THE SCRIPTURE SAYS, “And the devil 
that deceived them was cast into the lake of fire and 
brimstone, where the beast and the false prophet are, and 
shall be tormented day and night for ever and ever,” 
Rev. 20:10. A principle can not deceive; neither can it 
be tormented. 
2 5. SOME teach that washing the saints’ feet 
# was an Oriental custom and is not required 
of us today. BUT THE SCRIPTURE SAYS, “Ye call me 
Master and Lord: and ye say well; for so I am. If I then, 
your Lord and Master, have washed your feet; ye also 
ought to wash one another’s feet. For I have given you 
an example, that ye should do as I have done to you,” 
John 13:13-15. “If ye know these things happy are ye if 
ye do them,” verse 17. “Well reported of for good works; 
if she have brought up children, if she have washed 
the saints’ feet, if she have relieved the afflicted, if she 
have diligently followed every good work,” 1 Tim. 5:10. 


26 SOME say that there is no such thing as 
# the triune Godhead. BUT THE SCRIPTURE 
SAYS, “And Jesus, when he was baptized, went up 
straightway out of the water: and lo, the heavens were 
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opened unto him, and he saw that Spirit of God des- 
cending like a dove, and lighting upon him: and lo a 
voice from heaven saying, This is my beloved Son, in 
whom I am well pleased,” Matt. 3:16, 17. Three persons 
are mentioned here. 
27. SOME ministers contend that no one can 
# possibly get to heaven without being bap- 
tized in water. BUT THE SCRIPTURE SAYS, “And he 
said unto Jesus, Lord, remember me when thou comest 
into thy kingdom. And Jesus said unto him, Verily I say 
unto thee, To day shalt thou be with me in paradise,” 
Luke 23:42, 43. Every saved person should be baptized. 
It is essential unto obedience, but not to salvation. 
2 8. SOME teach free loveism. BUT THE SCRIP- 
“ TURE SAYS, “A bishop then must be blame- 
less, the husband of one wife, vigilant, sober, of good be- 
haviour, given to hospitality, apt to teach,” 1 Tim. 3:2. 
“Wives, submit yourselves unto your own husbands, as 
unto the Lord,” Eph. 5:22. This means all, whether preach- 
er, church member, or nonchurch member. “Know ye 
not that the unrighteous shall not inherit the kingdom 
of God? Be not deceived: neither fornicators, nor idola- 
ters, nor adulterers, nor effeminate, nor abusers of them- 
selves with mankind,” 1 Cor. 6:9. 
29, SOME teach that hell is not eternal. BUT 
# THE SCRIPTURE SAYS, “Then shall he say 


also unto them on the left hand, Depart from me, ye 
cursed, into everlasting fire, prepared for the devil and 
his angels,” Matt. 25:41. “And the smoke of their tor 
ment ascendeth up for ever and ever: and they have 
no rest day nor night, who worship the beast and his 
image, and whosoever receiveth the mark of his name,” 


Rev. 14:11. 
30 THERE is a doctrine that if a professed 
# Christian dies, that is proof he was a sinner, 
because the righteous have eternal life and will never 
die a physical death. But, in addition to the world of 
proof we have by the continued dying of the righteous, 
THE SCRIPTURE SAYS, “And I heard a voice from heav- 
en saying unto me, Write, Blessed are the dead which 
die in the Lord from henceforth: Yea, saith the Spirit, 
that they may rest from their labours; and their works 
do follow them,” Rev. 14:13. “For the Lord himself shall 
descend from heaven with a shout, with the voice of the 
archangel, and with the trump of God: and the dead in 
Christ shall rise first,” 1 Thess. 4:16.

A nation-wide survey of the work 
of Protestant day (parochial) schools 
by the National Council of Churches 
reveals that more children are at- 
tending church-sponsored day schools 
than ever before. The Lutheran 
Church—Missouri Synod—leads the 
list with 1,164 schools enrolling about 
100,000 children. Other Lutheran 
groups also have day schools. Next in 
number are the Seventh Day Adven- 
tists with 919 schools; then Mennon- 
ites, 547; Christian Reformed Church, 
156; Presbyterian Church in the U. S. 
(Southern), 125; Protestant Episcopal 
Church, 100; Baptist groups, 15; other 
churches, 122. A new interdenomina- 
tional group, the National Association 
of Christian Schools, associated with 
the National Association of Evangeli- 
cals, is actively promoting evangelical 


day schools among many denomina- 
tions. Largest growth is among nurs- 
ery and kindergarten schools. Total 
for Protestants about 3,000 schools 
with some 186,000 children enrolled. 
CANADA CHURCH TOPS QUARTER 
MILLION FOR MISSIONS 

TORONTO, Canada — With 
their goal set at a quarter million, 
the People’s Church of Toronto, under 
Dr. Oswald J. Smith, pastor, raised 
for missions $258,000 in a 23-day mis- 
sionary convention. The church is 
currently supporting 300 missionaries 
in 27 fields under 30 faith mission 
societies. Another 24 missionaries are 
to be sent out soon. An estimated 
54,000 persons attended the conven- 
tion sessions. The Sunday School of 
the church gave $24,000 in the offer- 
ing. Dr. Smith was recently at an 8- 
day missionary convention in the 
Park Street Congregational Church of 
Boston, and helped Dr. Harold J. Ock- 
enga, pastor, raise $176,500 for mis- 
sionary work.

It was my 
privilege to meet Brother E. J. Boeh- 
mer at a Pentecostal camp meeting 
before either of us were members of 
the Church of God. 

“On January 5, 1905, at Findlay, 
Ohio, I married Mary Agnes Twigg, 
of Cumberland, Maryland. We have 2 
daughters who traveled with us in the 
evangelistic work for a number of 
years. At present Lourenna is secre- 
tary to Rev. James A. Cross in Penn- 
sylvania; she also conducts revivals. 
Ollena is married to Rev. David N. 
Lykens, of Pennsylvania, who at pres- 
oy is pastoring our church in Somer- 
set. 

“I united with the Church of God 
in Ohio under Rev. E. Haynes and was 
licensed in 1919. I was ordained in 
1926 and sent to Missouri as state 
overseer. I also served as state over- 
seer in New York. I have been privi- 
leged to pastor at Clarksburg, Salem, 
Parkersburg, Pine Grove, Rhodell, 
Sophia, in West Virginia, and at Wil- 
liamsburg, Pa. In my ministerial work 
as evangelist I have traveled over 23 


states. God has blessed our ministry 
by giving us hundreds of souls saved, 
sanctified and filled with the Holy 
Ghost. And of this number many of 
them today are members of the 
Church of God. 

“Some of the most outstanding re- 
vivals were those held in Cleveland at 
headquarters church. The Lord gave 
us 100 souls, and 79 were sanctified 
and received the Holy Ghost and 80 
joined the church. This was when 
Brother F. J. Lee was the General 
Overseer and Brother S. W. Latimer 
was the pes. The Lord gave us 
some good revivals there since that 
time. Also, I held 9 revivals in Middle- 
town, Ohio, and Brother J. D. Wilson 
was the pastor. So many revivals seem 
pene were Fe to me, and I feel my 
greatest achievement has been getting 
souls saved. Many were healed in my 
revivals, and at the Ohio camp meet- 
ing last year a sister witnessed to be- 
ing healed of tuberculosis 20 years ago 
in my revival. My family and I have 
always trusted the Lord for our heal- 
ing and found Him ever faithful.” 


“T have helped to build a number 
of churches, and to remodel many 
churches and parsonages. Many of 
our converts are now in the ministry. 
The best known to the Church are 
Brothers Houston R. Morehead, Gen- 
eral Secretary and Treasurer; J. H. 
Hughes, state overseer of West ee 
ia; Harry Kutz, pastor at Memphis, 
Tenn.; Marvin Porter, pastor at Par- 
rott, Va.; and many others are in the 
harvest fields laboring for the Master 
who were saved in our revivals. Truly 
this makes our hearts rejoice. I pre- 
dict a great future for the Church of 
God, and I am indeed proud of the 
progress we have made in every line. 
There are greater things ahead if we 
hold to the old-time faith and power. 
I appreciate the Church of God and 
have done my best to win souls. Even 
though I will soon be 71, I still want 
to render service if God will permit 
me. Pray that I may be found faith- 
ful until He comes or calls.” 
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Rev. Robert J. Johnson is the son of Rev. 
R. P. Johnson, known to the Church of God 
throughout as one of the greatest preachers 
that ever lived. Brother Robert was saved, 
sanctified, baptized with the Holy Ghost, 
and received into the Church of God when 
very young. He remembers distinctly, and 
now that he is engaged in evangelistic work 
to a great advantage, the experiences he had 
when just a youth, in helping his father 
with tents in his evangelistic campaigns. 
On July 31, 1937, Brother Robert Johnson 
was married to Miss Tula McCoy. God has 
blessed their home with two children, Robert 
Preston, 11, and Johnny, 5. 

Brother Johnson was licensed December 8, 
1937, and ordained March 18, 1942. min- 
isterial work has been as follows: state Y. P. E. 
ag age of South Carolina two years, state 

.P.E. president of Florida one year; then 

astoral work in Woodruff, S. C., 
Ridge, Tenn., Frostprooof, Manatee, 
Clearwater, Winter Haven, Lake City, and 
Pahokee, Fla.

The following message was delivered at the Tennessee State Camp Meeting 
Saturday night, July 5, 1952, and stenographically recorded by the state secre- 


tary, Mrs. Ava Joy Elliott. 


Psalms 126:3, “The Lord hath done 
great things for us; whereof we are 
glad.” 

I am very glad for the way the Lord 
has blessed us in this great camp 
meeting. All the committees, singers, 
and ministers have been at their very 
best. It is wonderful to see what a 
great team Fo are and the way you 
have worked together for the promo- 
tion of this meeting here. Your state 
overseer accepts no honor or credit 
for the achievements in this, our 
crowning efforts in the official work 
in the Church, except for the organi- 
zation and humble prayers and sup- 
plication before the Lord. 

If the first part of my message 
seems to be more a report than a ser- 
mon, you will please bear with me, for 
I feel that you will especially appreci- 
ate such information. The figures giv- 
en in this report represent those fig- 
ures that you have been giving to us 
as ministers and churches. They re- 
flect a great deal of diligence on your 
part and on the part of the state sec- 
retary to compile them for me for this 
special service. I should like to empha- 
size that these figures are from your 
reports as sent in to the state office 
month after month. 

Fifteen years ago now, your present 
state overseer was serving as the pas- 
tor of a happy group of people in 
Nashville, Tenn. We had just finished 
and paid for what was a very humble 
beginning, but was something very 
precious to us, because almost every 
dollar that went into this building 
represented a real sacrifice. I had no 
idea I would be called upon to serve 
in any capacity higher than that of a 
local pastor. I had fasted and prayed 
ten days in a pu ey prayer, one 
point of which was that I was asking 
the Lord to open a door for me to 
reater usefulness in His church and 
or my ministry. At the General As- 
sembly, without any knowledge of any 
change, I was appointed to be overseer 
of South Carolina. 

Four years ago, at your bidding and 
the ——— of the general offi- 
cials of the Church, I was appointed 
to serve you. When I came into the 
state parsonage and office, I found it 
better sonore furnished and in bet- 
ter shape than pay — to which I 
had .ever moved. ave served you 
very happily for these four years. The 
following is a partial report of what 
the Lord has helped us all to do. 

In forty-five months God has given 
us 33,048 souls. May I emphasize— 
33,000 souls. If you would like to have 
something by which you could com- 
pare this figure, suppose you think 
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of the towns between Knoxville and 
Chattanooga on Highway 11. Add all 
the figures of the population of Le- 
noir City, Loudon, Sweetwater, Athens, 
and Cleveland. This would give you 
a comparative number. In other 
words, God has saved as many people 
in our ministry in four years as there 
are in a number of small towns. Your 
report shows 19,403 sanctified, 14,262 
filled with the Holy Ghost, and 9,949 
added to the Church. In other words, 
you have received more members into 
the Church in the last four years 
than you had four years ago; that is, 
the total number of members at the 
close of the 1948 fiscal year was 9,164. 


There is also a sad note to the song 
which I am singing. You have exclud- 
ed so many members until you have 
gained a little less than 3,000, or ap- 
proximately 32 per cent. 


The state property value at the close 
of the 1948 fiscal year was 
$1,436,462.50. At the close of the 1952 
fiscal year your property value was 
$2,648,917.71, or a total gain of 
$1,212,455.21. This represents an in- 
crease of approximately 82 per cent 
in property value. May I remind you 
that these figures are taken from the 
annual reports of our local churches. 
Considering that you have no state 
campground, I think this is very good. 

You have built, rebuilt or purchased 
twelve brick churches, twenty block 
buildings, and eighteen frame build- 
ings. You have built or bought three 
brick parsonages and twenty other 
types of construction. 

Your state treasure is in better con- 
dition than it has ever been. At the 
close of the books for the month of 
May, the auditor’s report showed 
$26,095.61 in your treasury. This is 
cash on hand. There are no outstand- 
ing bills. Barring any disaster that 
would cause heavy expenses, your 
cash balance August 24 should be ap- 
proximately $30,000. 

WHERE WE GO FROM HERE??? 

Mark 16:15-20, “And he said unto 
them, Go ye into all the world and 
preach the gospel to every creature. 
He that believeth and is baptized shall 
be saved; but he that believeth not, 
shall be damned, and these signs shall 
follow them that believe; in my name 
shall they cast out devils; they shall 
speak with new tongues; they shall 
take up serpents; and if they drink 
any deadly thing, it shall not hurt 
them; they shall lay hands on the 
sick, and they shall recover. So then 
after the Lord had spoken unto them, 
he was received up into heaven and 
sat on the right hand of God. And 
they went forth, and preached every- 
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Brother Beaube was saved in June, 1921, in 
Franklin Parish, Louisiana. He received the 
Holy Ghost in August, 1921, and began his 
ministry immediately. He was ordained, in an- 
other Pentecostal group, in July, 1926. He be- 
came a member of the Church of God in 
Dunn, La., and was licensed in January, 1927. 
He attended the 1927-1928 term of Church of 
God Bible Training School and was Mississippi 
state evangelist in 1928. In 1929 he pastored the 
Epps, La., church and was state evangelist of 
Mississippi in 1930. He pastored the Thorn, 
Miss., church in 1931, and at the General As- 
sembly of that year was ordained. He returned 
to B. T .S. in the fall of 1931 and graduated 
with the class of 1933. During his last term of 
B. T. S. he pastored the churches at Etowah 
and Lenoir City, Tenn. In the fall of 1933 he 
began pastoring at Fort Worth, Texas. He pas- 
tored Electra, Texas, church in 1934, and in the 
fall of that year came to Nashville, Tenn., to 
paster. He built two church houses in Nash- 
ville and organized two churches on the dis- 
trict. In the fall of 1936 he was appointed over- 
seer of South Carolina. He served two years as 
overseer and one year as pastor of the Green- 
ville Tremont Avenue church. In the fall of 
1939 he was appointed overseer of Georgia and 
served four years. At the General Assembly in 
1944 he was elected as an Assistant General 
Overseer and served in the South Central Sec- 
tion of the United States; namely, Louisiana, 
Arkansas, Missouri, Texas, Oklahoma, Colorado, 
New Mexico, and Kansas. At the General As- 
suey in 1945 he was reappointed overseer of 
Georgia and served three years. During this 
period the Georgia Campground was purchased 
and the large tabernacle constructed. In 1948 
he was appointed overseer of Tennessee, where 
he is serving at present. He has also served 
a number of years on the Supreme Council, as 
Chairman of the Publishing Interest Commit- 
tee, and as a member of the Lee College Board 
of Directors for four years. 





where, the Lord working with them, 
and confirming the word with signs 
following.

CHRISTIAN SOLDIERS 


SCRIPTURE LESSON: Joshua 7. 

Text: Josh. 7:13, “Up, sanctify the 
people, and say, Sanctify yourselves 
against tomorrow: for thus saith the 
Lord God of Israel, There is an ac- 
cursed thing in the midst of thee, O 
Israel: thou canst not stand before 
thine enemies, until ye take away the 
accursed thing from among you.” 

One of the first principles learned 
by the new inductee into the Armed 
Forces is the fact that he must, at all 
times, be ready to stand inspection. 
He is taught that he now represents 
his country, and when his uniform 
is seen it bespeaks the very nation 
itself. Therefore, many young men 
who at home were untidy and un- 
kempt soon learn the lesson so well 
that in a short time it is impossible 
to distinguish them from the ones 
who before being inducted were care- 
ful for their personal appearance. 

Joshua had recently en chosen 
leader of the Israelites upon the death 
of Moses. His position carried with it 
the responsibility of possessing the 
Promised Land. As commander-in- 
chief of the Israelitish army, God had 
invariably given him victory up to 
this point. 

His latest conquest, the downfall of 
mighty Jericho, was a pushover when 
he followed the unusual strategy 
mapped out by God Himself. So it was 
with greatest confidence that he sent 
a reduced army against the little in- 
significant city of Ai. But in the midst 
of his greatest glory came his great- 
est setback. Something was out of 
focus. His army simply didn’t click. 

He immediately sensed that the 
hindrance was a spiritual one, and, 
upon the advice of God, called for an 
inspection of his army. 

After tribes, families, and house- 
holds passed before Joshua, the guilt 
finally rested upon Achan as the in- 
dividual offender. Achan realized 
that not Joshua, but God had num- 
bered him, and immediately poured 
forth his full confession. 

Upon instructions from God, Achan 
and his household were completely 
destroyed. 

Today we, as Christian soldiers, are 
again upon a conquest. We are on 
our way to the eternal promised land, 
and in order to get there must prove 
conqueror over sin, Satan, and self. 

It is quite significant that God in 
indicting Achan said, “Israel hath 
sinned.” In spite of argument to the 
contrary this seems to attest to the 
fact that the failures of the few can 
and do.slow up the progress of the 
many. For the Church be at its 
best in these perilous tinfes, each in- 
dividual member must contribute his 
share toward the goal.

There has never been a time when 
it was more imperative that Christian 
soldiers should at all times be ready to 
stand inspection. 

We shall consider this inspection 
under five headings; namely, 

i STANDING THE INSPECTION OF 


ELF. 

While this is one of the least prac- 
ticed inspections, it is also one of the 
most important, and the others of 
necessity are influenced by this one. 
It has been proved that inspection in 
nearly every walk of life is practical, 
and not only practical, but profitable 
as well. For example, when the grocer 
desires to know his business status, 
he gains much of this knowledge 
through a thorough inventory. 

The taking of a personal inventory, 
or inspection of self, is strongly 
taught in the New Testament as a 
sc nage to Christian character 

uilding. But long before the New 
Testament was written, David had 


learned the value of self-inspection 
when he penned the following: “I 
communed with mine own heart: and 
IR cage made diligent search,” Psa. 

Nobody except God knows as much 
about you as you yourself, and the 
more you examine self and find its 
failures, the more you will be able to 
bring it into accord with God. 3 

Paul, who was probably the strong- 
est Biblical advocate of personal in- 
spection, was also a partaker of his 
own preaching. We hear him say in 
Acts 24:16, “And herein do I exercise 
myself, to have always a conscience 
void of offence toward God and men.” 
Also, in 1 Cor. 9:27, “But I keep under 
my body, and bring it into subjection: 
lest that by any means, when I have 
preached to others, I myself should be 
a castaway.” 

He also gave the same instructions 
when writing to the churches. In writ- 
ing to the Corinthian Church he said, 
“Examine yourselves whether ye be in 
the faith; prove your own selves.” In 
his Roman letter he said, “Happy is 
he that condemneth not himself in 
that thing which he alloweth.” Are 
we, as Christian soldiers, allowing 
anything in our lives that is con- 
demning us? If so, it is high time 
we were making this inspection. If 
not, the Scripture states, “HAPPY are 


we. 
II. STANDING THE INSPECTION OF 


GOD. 

While in the first case we are the 
ones to do the inspecting and that 
inspection is voluntary, now we come 
to an inspection that is sure and cer- 
tain and is made by God Himself. 

David seemed to know that this in- 
spection was forthcoming and prayed 
accordingly, in Psa. 139:23, 24, 
“Search me, O God and know my 
heart: try me and know my thoughts: 
and see if there be any wicked way 
in me, and lead me in the way ever- 
lasting.” 

The Lord does not leave us in dark- 
ness on this question, but gives us 
plain statements that this is not 
merely speculation on the part of 
David or any other Bible character, 
but rather is a definite Bible fact. 

Jer. 17:10, “I the Lord search the 
heart, I try the reins, even to give 
every man according to his ways, and 
according to the fruit of his doings.” 

1 Sam. 16:7, “But the Lord said un- 
to Samuel, Look not on his counte- 
nance, or on the height of his stature; 
because I have refused him: for the 
Lord seeth not as man seeth; for 
man looketh on the outward appear- 
ance, but the Lord looketh on the 
heart.” 

Knowing this, it seems to me this 
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STANDING INSPECTION 








should produce in every Christian sol- 
dier a God-consciousness that would 
make him live daily in such a way 
that he would not be ashamed to 
meet. this inspection. 

Ill. STANDING THE INSPECTION 
OF ANGELS. 

Though the first two inspections 
may not seem out of the ordinary, 
you may be somewhat surprised to 
know that we must also stand the in- 
spection of the angels. 

1 Cor. 4:9b, “We are made a spec- 
tacle unto the world, and to angels 
and to men.” 

The word “spectacle” in this verse 
in reality means “gazingstock.” In 
other words, the angels are gazing 
or looking at us. 

Peter tells us in 1 Peter 1:12, “... 
the gospel... with the Holy Ghost sent 
down from heaven which things the 
angels desire to look into.” The angels 
are so interested in us that they are 
striving to see into this wonderful 
gospel plan. While they would of nec- 
essity have to be human to fully realize 
what Jesus meant when He told Nic- 
odemus, “For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten Son, 
that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have everlast- 
ing life,” yet it does seem that they 
understand the blessedness of meet- 
ing the spirits of deceased saints in 
paradise and rejoice over the conver- 
sion of sinners here on this earth. 
Luke 15:10. 

Paul, in stating his position on the 
long-hair question for the ladies, put 
forth this argument: 1 Cor. 11:10, 
“For this cause ought the woman to 
have power on her head because of 
the angels.” This power on her head 
was a symbol of subordination to the 
husband’s authority, thus showing the 
angels God’s plan for mankind. 

Therefore, we should live right, not 
only for the sake of self and for the 
sake of God, but for the sake of the 
angels, also. 

IV. STANDING THE. INSPECTION 
OF THE WORLD. 

1 Cor. 4:9b, “We are made a spec- 
tacle unto the world and to angels, 
and to men.” 

It has well been said that we are 
the world’s Bible. People are reading 
our lives instead of the Gospels, and, 
as Billy Sunday once said, “We are 
the world’s Bible, and some of us need 
a revised version.” 

The Christian today has to under- 
go the closest scrutiny of any group 
since the martyrs of the early church. 
This is so because every phase of 
knowledge has grown by phenomenal 
strides. Today we are facing a scien- 
tific critical world that not only 
wants to know the reason why but 
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also wants to see it put into action. 
Although this produces a tremendous 
challenge, it also provides the great- 
est opportunity ever afforded a Chris- 
tian soldier. It is up to us to prove 
that Christianity is practical, power- 
ful and profitable in this modern age. 

We do not have to find any new 
recipe or take any new diagnosis. The 
old-fashioned Bible answer is still up- 
to-date, and no addition or deletion 
on our part can strengthen its posi- 

on. 

For who could find a better proof 
of, or produce a better answer to the 
world than to live up to the following 
scriptures: 

1 John 2:6, “He that saith he abid- 
eth in him ought himself also so to 
walk, even as he walked.” 

2 Tim. 2:19, “Nevertheless the foun- 
dation of God standeth sure, havin 
this seal, The Lord knoweth them tha 
are his. And, Let every one that nam- 
eth the name of Christ depart from 
iniquity.” 

James 1:27, “Pure religion and un- 
defiled before God and the Father is 
this, To visit the fatherless and wi- 
dows in their affliction, and to keep 
himself unspotted from the world.” 

To “walk as He walked,” “depart 
from iniquity,” and “keep unspotted 
from the world” has always and will 
continue to be the answer to the 
— question, “What is a Chris- 

an ” 

V. STANDING THE FINAL INSPEC- 
TION. 

Last, but by no means least, we 
must face the final inspection. 

Even though the resurrected, glor- 
ified Christian will never have to ap- 
pear at the sinners’ judgment of the 
eos white throne to answer for sins 
hat have been forgiven, yet some- 
where, some day, he must judged 
for his works and be rewarded ac- 
cordingly. This will be his final in- 
spection as pertaining to his life here 


in this world. 

The Scriptures so state in Rev. 14: 
13, “Their works do follow them”; 2 
Cor. 5:10, “We must all appear before 
the judgment seat of Christ”; 1 Cor. 
3:11-15, “If any man’s work abide, he 
shall receive a reward.” 

Therefore, we conclude from the 
foregoing Scriptures that we shall go 
to the judgment seat of Christ and 
receive a reward for deeds and works 
of this life. 

It is interesting to note that “judg- 
ment seat” here is not the justice 
seat for the offender, but rather re- 
fers to the Greek, “bema” which was 
the judge’s seat where the rewards 
were given to the winners in the 
Greek sports’ classics. To substanti- 
ate this belief Paul likens the Chris- 
tian life to a race with a reward at 
its finish. 

In Scripture five crowns are re- 
ferred to as the rewards given at this 
inspection; namely, the crown of life, 
James 1:12; the crown of glory, 1 
Peter 5:2-4; the crown of rejoicing, 
1 Thess. 2:19, 20; the crown of right- 
eousness, 2 Tim. 4:6-8; and the crown 
incorruptible, 1 Cor. 9:25. 

Inasmuch as these rewards are giv- 
en only to those worthy of them, and 
the Scripture infers degrees of re- 
wards and authority in the coming 
millennial kingdom, we are admon- 
ished, in Rev. 3:11, “Behold, I come 
quickly; hold that fast which thou 
hast, that no man take thy crown,” 
and in 2 John 8, “Look to yourselves, 
that we lose not those things which 
we have wrought, but that we receive 
a full reward.” 

Some day we shall stand in grand 
review before the Lord of lords and 
King of kings. Until that time we 
must live daily ready to stand the in- 
spection of self, the inspection of 
God, the inspection of angels, the in- 
spection of the world, and the final 
inspection.

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LEARN, then TEACH 


By T. W. Godwin, State Overseer of Virginia and Chairman, Editoral 
Publications Board 


Until someone has learned, we have 
not taught. It is generally conceded 
among most all religious groups that 
the teaching ministry is no secondary 
consideration. Today we are faced 
with the fact that too many have 
failed in their teaching. In every walk 
of life we have a certain thermometer 
that registers the success or failure of 
every man. This applies to the preach- 
ing ministry; it also applies to the 
teaching ministry. In order to register 
success as a preacher, we must have 
converts; the same applies to the 
teacher. When a person teaches a 
class an indefinite length of time and 
has no converts, he or she is certainly 
registering flat failure. 

A person who can be satisfied to go 
along over a long period of time, pos- 
ing as a teacher, with no interest, no 
increase, and no converts, certainly 
does not have the vision of the teach- 
ing ministry. It is all unnecessary for 
a teacher to fail. There are rules to be 
applied that guarantees success. When 
such rules are applied, we have no 
worry; the results will come. 

First, we should assume our respon- 
sibility and obligations to our class. 
Until we can feel the weight of these 
duties, we can scarcely be interested. 
Whatever it takes on our part, we 
should make the surrender. Get out of 
our fumblesome, knock-around ways, 
and get the goods, for until we possess 
we cannot produce. If we need educa- 
tion, let us get it; if it is a training 
course, let us get it. We can always 
rest assured that it will take a lot of 
prayer and study of the lessons, for 
we must first learn, and when we 
have, we should never call on another 
to teach the class. 

One preacher never calls on another 
to preach his outline or sermon. He 
has studied and prepared it; there- 
fore, he knows it. He is able to de- 
liver it and get the desired results. All 
teachers should make special study of 
their lesson preparatory to approach- 
ing their classes on Sunday morning. 
We have only about thirty minutes in 
which we actually teach the class and 
impart the information to them, so if 
we take the time to let every scholar 
read a verse of the lesson, in most 
cases half of our teaching time is 
gone. The lesson should be read, but 
the teacher should read it. If we un- 
dertake to let le age answer the 

uestions, discussing them among 
themselves, usually we finish only two 
or three questions. Then, when every- 
body gets through with his different 
opinion, nobody knows what it is all 
about. Questions are all right and in 
order, but let the teacher call for 
them when he has finished the teach- 
ing of the lesson. The question period 
should be conducted in such a man- 
ner so it will not divert anyone’s mind 
from the subject of the lesson. 

Our class period on Sufiday morn- 
ing is very precious time. The teacher 
should be careful that it is not wasted. 
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I remember once sitting in a Bible 
class and the teacher called on a 
certain party to teach the lesson. He 
proceeded to give a long, personal 
testimony. When the bell rang, he was 
still testifying and the lesson time 
was wasted. It was of no benefit to 
anyone. The truth of the matter was 
he didn’t know how to teach the les- 
son. Testimonies are all right, like 
other things in their place, but when 
time comes to teach, we should teach. 
When the lesson: is_ successfully 
taught, we have results; men will un- 
derstand, believe, and be converted to 
the gospel. 

Many years ago I pastored a church 
where my Bible class teacher would 
ask me questions I could not answer. 
Of course, this would cause me to be 
embarrassed. One Sunday this teacher 
invited me home with him for dinner. 
After dinner I asked him where he got 
so much information concerning the 
Sunday School lessons. He kindly 
pointed to a small library across the 
room and said, “I have a few books 
there, such as a history, dictionary, 
commentaries, etc., that render great 
help to me in the study of my les- 
sons.” I took the names of the books 
and soon had an order in the mail. 
In just a few days I had my books. 
From that day on I always had the 
information I needed to answer my 
teacher.
